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THE PRUSSIAN KING AND THE PRUSSIAN 
CONSTITUTION, 
Tue King of Prussia is, unhappily, bent upon giving his subjects 
& practical interpretation of his celebrated speech at Kénigsberg. 
They are being duly instructed in the full political meaning of 
the declaration, “The Kings of Prussia receive their crown from 
Heaven.” The Sovereign’s theory of monarchical rights, his 
military education and habits, and the oath which he took at 
his coronation to govern his kingdom in conformity with the 
Constitution, may be regarded as the three elemental forces 
which enter into and explain his Majesty’s recent conduct, 
There is no valid reason to question the King of Pruasia’s loyalty 
and sincerity in pledging himself to uphold the Prussian 
Constitution, William I, however some may suspect him of 
political imbecility, has never laid himself open to the charge of 
duplicity, Indeed, his ingenuousness is even childlike, for he 
not only says what he means wher he speaks, but he speaks 
unpleasant things when there is not the slightest necessity for 
doing so, and when wisdom would counsel him to hold his 
tongue, But his Majesty's understanding of the form of words 
which he ratified at Kénigsberg by a solemn oath was the 
understanding of a soldier, He knows what it is to govern

according to 1ule, but only in a military sense, He intends, no 
doubt, to rule Prussia by and with the action of Parliament ; 
but his idea of Parliament is borrowed from his idea of a 
battalion, and he regards it as a body of men organised into a 
Legislature to carry into effect his Royal wishes, His doctrine 
of “ Divine right” overrides in his mind the coexistence of the 
rights of his people. He'is responsible to God and not to men 
for the ends at which he will aim in his exercise of prerogative ; 
and therefore it is for him to choose what to-do, and to order 
Parliament to give effect. to his choice, Their functions, how- 
ever, he regards as purely ministerial, They have no liberty of 
choice assigned to them ; they have no business to meddle with 
foreign policy; they are not entitled to ask information on 
financial subjects; they are expected to sanction with their 
approval the measures laid before them by the King’s advisers, 
to vote the amount of taxes demanded of them, and to support 
without hesitation the dignity and prerogatives of the Crown. 
This right royal and soldierly conception of constitutional 
monarchy William I, is now carrying out in act. He has broken 
with his Parliament, and sent the Chamber of Deputies back to 
their conatituencies, because he will not admit the right of that 
legislative body to question his expenditure, He has dismissed 


y 





his Ministers, moderate as was the Liberalism of their opinions 
and policy, merely because they declined to accept the responsi- 
bility of acts of which they disapproved, He has summoned to 
preside over his. Cabinet Prince Hohenlohe, a man whose quali- 
fications for the post may be summed up in two sentences—that 
he is a General of cavalry, and that, as President of the Chamber 
of Nobles, he is the incarnation of reactionary principles. He 
has fallen back upon the support of the Junker party, the extent 
of whose popularity may be measured by the fact that at the 
last general election it secured for itself sixteen out of three 
hundred and forty seats. He has even summarily abandoned 
the ambitious policy by which he was seeking to secure for 
Prussia the military leadership of the Federal force of Germany, 
and has suddenly laid on the shelf his differences with 
Austria, And he has made an appeal to the judgment of his 
people which, according to the courtiers who surround his throne, 
will decide “ whether the power of the Government is to remain 
with the King or to be vested in the Chamber of Deputies.” 
Of course, it was not to have been anticipated that this 
appeal to the country should be made by the King without 
calling forth as a counter demonstration a formal programme 
of the objects sought by the Constitutional party, It will be

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seen from the pith of the document, of which we give a literal 
translation, that their aims are far enough from being revo- 
lutionary, Their demands are thus summed up:—“ 1. The King 
and the Constitution, 2, Abroad, a national policy, On the 
German question, the creation of a Federative State, with a 
German Parliament under the military, diplomatic, and politico- 
commercial direction of Prussia. 3, At home, a Liberal Govern- 
ment, sincerely constitutional, and progress in the organic 
institutions, 4, Unity and homogeneity in the high functions 
of the State. 5, The reform of the present organisation of the 
Chamber of Nobles by constitutional means, 6, The reorgani- 
sation of the army, combined with every possible economy by 
means of furloughs; revision of the regulations relative to 
pensions, &c, 7, Equilibrium in the finances, and abolitions of 
the supplementary taxes.” 

It is to be observed that neither the King nor the Constitu- 


tionalists have as yet violated the letter of the Constitution, | 
Should William I, frankly accept the decision of his people in 
the forthcoming elections, and adapt his future policy to their | 


solemnly-expressed judgment, the worst charge which can be | that 


urged against him will be that he has somewhat unneceasarily 
and indiscreetly resorted to an extreme exercise of his undoubted 
prerogative. On the other hand, should the Parliamentarians 
carefully abide within the limits of their published programme 
it cannot be affirmed of them that they have overstepped thei: 
rights, But the probabilities of a struggle between the Crown 
on the one hand and the Legislature on the other to ascertain 
their relative pretensions and strength always have been and 
always will be to widen the original breach, and create political 
exigencies likely to bear away both the contending parties beyond 
the bounds of strict legality. Had the King of Prussia studied 
English history ascarefully and conscientiously as he has attended 
to military matters, the disastrous reign of Charles I. might have 
instructed him—still more if he chose to contrast it with that of 
Queen Victoria—that it is not by raising questions of relative 
right between prerogative and liberty, nor by pushing the 
claims of Royal power to extremes, that he is most likely to 
secure his own throne or to promote the happiness of his subjects, 

As to the issues of the pending electionr not a doubt appears 
to be entertained by any one, unless it be by the King and the

Napoleon), a blunder into a triumph, The representation of his 
friends that the present contest involves a settlement of the ques- 
tion whetherthe King or the Chamber is tocontrol the Government 
of the country indicates an utter misconception of the genius 
and necessary limitations of constitutional Monarchy. There 
seems, too, solid ground for the anticipation that should the 
next Parliament decline to be a tool in the hands of the King 
he will attempt to d> without one altogether. It is quite 
possible that he will succeed, at least for the time being. It is 
certain that Prussian Liberalism is far more at home in daring 
speculation than in audacity of conduct, The memory of 1548 
terrifies rather than excites it. But, on the supposition that 
Prussia falls back again into the despotism which she has but 
recently and partially renounced, it is certain that she will 
forfeit her position as a Germanic, and greatly lower it as a 
European, Power. There is truth in the consideration urged by 
the Times—a graver and deeper truth, we suspect, than the 
Junker party at Berlin are capable of appréhending—“To 
Prussia, as a constitutional Monarchy, every German State would 
have been naturally and irresistibly attracted ; from Prassia as

The Ratazzi Ministry have obtained a victory in the appointment 
of the President to the Chamber of Deputies. Their nominee, Com-

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

PROFESSOR TYNDALL delivered his ninth lecture on “ Heat ” on Thursday 
last. He began with remarks on the nature of the ether which fills all space, 
stating that its nature might well be typified by jelly, its mechanical pro- 
perties resembling those of a solid rather than those of a liquid, or gas. The 
continual association of light with heat was next considered, and it was stated 
that the selfeame ray falling om one nerve may produce the im of 
light, and, falling upon another, the impression of heat. It was shown experi- 
mentally that the heat of the various parts of the sclar or electric spectrum is 
not proportional to the light of those parts; the most luminons part of the 
spectrum is not the hottest part ; that the violet, indigo, and blue rays of the 
spectrum have very little thermal power ; and that the yellow is hotter than 
the green, the orange than the yellow, and the red is hotter than the 
orarge. The greatest thermal power is placed beyond the red, where no 
light whatever existe. Thus, both the sun and the incandescent carbons of 
the electric light emit a multitude of rays quite incompetent to excite vision, 
but more powerful as beating rays than any of the visible spectran. The 
spectrum also extends beyond the violet ; the extra violet rays were shown to 
possess chemical power, while the extra red rays are remarkable for their 
thermal power. Thus, a body may be sensibly transparent to light and sensibly 
opague to radiant heat, while a body may be opaque to light and transparent 
te radiant heat. Hence transparency to light and transparency to heat do not 
go band in band. The radiation and absorption of heat were next con~<i lered, 
the former being defined as the communication of mo:ion from the particles 
of a heated body to the ether in which the particles are immeracd ; the latter 
as the acceptance of motion from the agitated e-her by the particles of » boly. 
It was then shown that different bodies possess different powers of radiation ; 
that polished metals are all bad radiators ; that organic substance: are all good 
radiators ; and that those bodies wh'ch radiate best absorb bxst—lampdlack 
being a very powerful abeorber and a very copious radiator. Ratiation and 
absorption are, within certain limits, sensibly independent of colour. 

MR. °F. A. ABEL, F.R.S., Chief of the Chemical Department, Woolwich 
Arsenal, gave the Friday evening discourse, “On Some of the Causes, Kifects, 
and — Applications of Explosions,” with as many experimental illus- 
trations as it was possible to exhibit in one hour. After referring briefly to 
the general nature of explosions, and to the causes which regu!ate their violence, 
Mr. Abel gave an account of the manner in which explosions are brought about 
by chemical action, and showed that they were produced by the energetic com- 
bination of elements, by the decomposition of p ds of unstable character 
(such as the chloride and iodide of nitrogen, the fulminates of silver and 
mercury, gun-cotton, and certain derivatives of aniline, glycerine, &>.), and 
by chemical changes established between su!s‘ances mixed together and 
endowed with opposite chemics] characters. A comparison was then insti- 
‘tuted between the explosive effects of a compound, such as falminate of

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‘THE news from America is of a very exciting kind. The grand 
army of the Potomac has at length advanced, and Washington 
is free from the presence of an enemy that at one time menaced 
the Capitol with destruction. From Manassas, the famous scene 
of Federal disaster, the Confederates have retreated, and where 
or when they will risk another stand is unknown; but their 
language continues to be of the most defiant character, and it 
is not probable that they are prepared to give up the game, In 
the West, fortune has again been against them ; and at a place 
called Sugar Creek, in Arkansas, after an engagement of three 
days, their General (Price) has been defeated with great 
slaughter. From Florida to Charleston the coast is stated 
to be in Federal hands, Against this catalogue of defeats 
is to be set the prestige of a most dashing act of sea- 
manebip. The Merrimac, a “monster” cased in iron, has 
been brought into terrible action by the Confederates at 
Hampton Eoads, and her exploit was to sink the Cumberland 
Federal vessel with two of those deadly blows which can only be 
inflicted by this new and fearful engine of war. She also com- 
pelied the surrender of another Federal vessel, the Congress ; but 
was in her turn assailed by an enemy of her own kind, the 
Monitor, The monsters fought round after round, unable to 
injure each other for several hours, but at length the Oon- 
federate veesel received an injury which is variously described, 
according to the bias of the narrator. At all events, 
she retired, and is said to be shut up in Norfolk by 
barges sunk by the order of the President himself, The Con- 
federate victory—for we may so call the sending the Oumber- 
land to the bottom, with a large number of the men on 
board, and the capture and burning of the Congress—may revive 
the spirits of the South, but can have no other effect, The forces 
of the North are now pouring in through the breaches, and New 
York is already discussing the question, “Whom shall we hang?” 
The Representatives have passed the President's bill for offering 
abolition of slavery to such Southern States as may desire it, 
All the interest of New York concentrates itself on the Potomac 
army and its advance ; but whether this latter is likely to continue 
is a question for the Quartermasters, 

In our own Parliament the Lunacy Bill has made progress, 
and a portion of the debate on the revised code has taken place 
on Mr, Walpole’s resolations. Mr, Walpole’s own speech was, as 
might have been expected, full of justice and forbearance, and 
he seemed to make it almost impossible for any who might 
come after him to infuse much of the spirit of party into the 
discussion, We are inclined to believe that had the daty of 
reforming the old code been in hands lik: Mr, Walpole’s, quite

Mr. George Peabody, who has been so long known in the City as 
an American merchant, and who in general society has, during a residence of 
twenty-five years among us, distinguished himself by the kindness and 
geniality of his disposition, has determined to give the sum of £150,000 “to 
ameliorate the condition of the poor and needy of this great metropolis, and 
to promote their comfort and happiness.”

THE RIGHT HON. SAMUEL MARCH PHILLIPPS. 

The Right Hon. Samuel March Phillipps, whose death has just occurred at 
Great Malvern, was well known to politicians as a veteran Whig, and as 
baving for twenty years held the office of Under Secretary of State for the 

ome Department. He was second son of John March, afterwards 
Phillipps, Esq., of Garendon Park, Leicestershire (head of one of tho oldest 
families of that county) by his wife, Susan, daughter and eventual sole heiress 
cof Charies Lisle, Esq., of Moyles Court, Hampshire, representative of that 
family of Lisle to which a Dame Alice Lisle so cruelly executed under 
sentence of Judge Jefferys. r. Samuel March Phillipps’s elder brother is 
Charles March Phillipps, Keq., the present venerable lord of Garendon, and 
his next younger brother was the late Rev. Edward Thomas March Phillipps, 
Chancellor of Gloucester, and fifty years Rector of Hathern, Leicestershire. 
Mr. Semuel March Phillipps’ nephew, the elder son of his eldest brother, and 
the heir apparent of the vast Leicestershire property, is Ambrose Lisle Phillipps, 
Eeg., of Grace Dieu Manor. Mr. Samuel March Phillipps was born at Uttoxeter 
in July, 1780, and was educated at the Charterhouse School, and at Sidney Sussex 
Co! , Cambridge, where he took a degree as Eighth Wrangler and Senior Chan- 
cellor’s Medallist. In 1806 he was called to the Bar by the Hon. Society of the 
Inner Temple. His carcer, however, lay more in politics than law. In 1827 
be took office as Under of State for the Home Department, and he 
long and efficiently did the duties of this important department of the public 
service. e the post in 1848, and was thereupon sworn of the Privy 
Council. Mr. Phillipps was author of some legal works, among which is 
a justly-celebrated treatise on the law of evidence. He married, in 1812, 
Charemelie, second daughter of Charles Grant, Esq., M.P. for Inverness- 
shire, and sister of Lord Glenelg, by whom, who died in 1825, he has had two 
eons and three daughters.

_ Jacques Elie Fromental Haldvy, a celebrated composer, who has just died at 
Nice after a severe illness, was born at Paris on the 27th of May, 1799, of 
Israelitish parents, whose name was originally Levy. His father was German 
and bis mother was French. He displayed a taste for music from his earliest 
years, and he, in 1803, entered the Conservatoire. In 1811 he became a pupa 
of m, and studied counterpoint for five years under Cherubini. e 
obtained, in 1819, the great composition prize for his cantata of “ Hermione ;”

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT,
